The applicant described the nature of the invention and differences between the inventive subject matter and the 
applied prior art references, including the importance of the arrangement of the leads and the conducting traces. 

The applicant agreed that the prior arguments as to the nature and obviousness of a "unitary cup" as opposed to a cup 
formed by joining two cup halves was not particularly relevant to the issue of patentability.
